For 
whoever will make a tight ule of thar Light, 
which God has naturally endued every Man with, 
cannot fail of attaining the Knowledge of the Law 
of Nature: And an Ignorance of it muft imply a 
willtal neglect, and confequently be {nexcaiable. 
Sometimes indeed the Ignorance of the Law of 
Nature may extenaate the Sinfulneis of an Action 
proceeding from thence, tho’ ir can never wholly 
excuie it. For tho’ the Ligae of Wature is of 
felf {uSictenr to difeover the Deformity and con- 
fequently Moral Uniawralnefs Gf any Sinful Act.

For itis abiurd (lays he) to think ‘that Fire which 
isthe chict of all Klements cannor {ubfift withour 
tointhing to feed it. as fot the fubftanee thar 
is contumed by it, that: carinot be faid to Fomenr 
or Freferve the fame Fire, but caly to geénerare 
new. “Buc bere we are to oblerve,. rtat there may 
bea threctold Proportion between Fire ana the 
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Matter of it. If either the Humor exceeds the 
firength of the Fire, or the Fire the Humor, the 
Flame prefently Vanifhes : Buc if their Vircues are 
equal, than neither of them can overcome or de- 
ftroy the other. This laft Proportion is oblerved 
to be betwixt the radical Moifture and Natural 
Heat in Living Creatures, And of this Kind were 
the Ancient Lamps of Jong Duration. For Care 
was taken ro proporticn the unctuous Humor to 
the great Heat of che Fire: And leaft the Quali- 
ties of Heat or Cold, of Drynefs or Moifture, in 
the ambient Air might alter this Equality of Pro- 
portion betwixt them, and fo extinguifh the Flame, 
they hid thofe Lamps in Caverns of the Earth, or 
clofe Monuments. For this Reafon it was, that at 
the opening of thefe Caverns, and con{equentrly the 
admiffion of new Air to caule an Inequaliy be- 
twixe the Flame and the Oy], che Lamp prefent 
ly went our.

But a and vehe- 
ment Co!d dos indeed clear the Air, fur rwo Rea- 
fons. 1. Becaute it makes the griffer Vapors in 
the Air to be more grofs, fo tiiat by they 
Weight they tall down and purge the Air. 2. Re- 
caufe {uch a violent Coid fhuts up the Pores of the 
Earth, and hinders all Vapors and Exhalations io 
rife out ef st thar wfually Cloud and Vhicken rhe 
Air. rauft grant indeed that the Sea is not 
fhuc up with Cold: But notwithfianding u's Par- 
ticles are {o condeénfed, rhat ic is at fuch a feafon 
lefs proper for Exhalations, tho’ it fends out 
many, fince the Condition of the Sea and Earth is 
much differenr,

ONDON, March iff. They Write from the 

- L, Hague of the qth.. of March N. S. that on the 
2d. in the Evening a Cabinet Courier difpatched from 
the Court of France arriv’d there with advice that the 
French Plenipotentiaries would fet out from Verfailles, 
onthe 5th. in order tobe on the 9 or ro at Geertruy- 
denberg, the Place appointed them for the Treaty of 
the Equivalent, and that the Deputies of the Srates 
were to fet out the Day of the Date, or the next to go 
to the Moerdyck, to meet the faid Plentpotentiaries 
and Conduct them at the faid Place appointed. It con- 
tinues that only the Deputies of the States are to hold 
thofe Conferences, and ’tis faid that the Minilters of 
England and the Emperor have confented to it, but 
with a reftriction not to touch any thing towards the 
dimembring the Monarchy of Spain, they betag unwit- 
ling any way to give their Confent to it, We have 
alfo advice that the Duke of Marlborough arrived on
